The total cost of the structure will 
be approximately $4,000,000. The cost 
so far has been divided as follows: 
$1,853,500 for general construction; 
$135,740 for plumbing; $112,460 for 
electrical contracts; $368,667 for 
heating and ventilation; $274,391 for 
foundation; and $729,000 for steel. 

The foundation was started in 
March. 1947. The expected date of 
, completion is November. 1950. We 
I inquired as to why it seems to be 
taking so long. 

The rainy season in 1947-48 caused 
the biggest delay and as a result the 
foundation job finished a little be- 
hind schedule. At present the con- 
struction crew is said to be slightly 
ahead of their schedule. 

Another factor is the shortage of 
labor here in Lexington. In addition, 
the unions permit only a five-day 
I work week unless a good reason is 
n ' provided for working six days Since 
! the start, most of the work done on 
the fieldhouse has been on a five- 
j day week basis.
